C l e v e l a n d , Oct. 4 .— One of the most 
gigantic projects for the combination of 
capital in the history of the country is 
being engineered in Cleveland. 
It is 
an attem pt to unite the warship build­ 
ing interests aid the armor plate and 
gunmaking interests of the world into 
one great syndicate, whose factories 
shall be located near Cleveland. 
Men of international reputation in 
the financial and manufacturing world 
are in the deal. All summer foreigners 
of wealth and rank have been quietly 
visiting Cleveland. 
Their goiug and 
cornipg has been kept as mysterious as 
possible. 
When the Spanish-American 
(war ended, all the world had learned 
that American had the best warships, 
armor plate and guns. 
The attention of moneyed men had 
been called to the possibilities of im ­ 
mense profits, which might accrue to a 
company which should have a monop­ 
oly of these materials and from which 
every government in the world would 
be obliged to buy. Then the big finan­ 
ciers and manutacturers got their heads 
together. 
One Clevelander who is in 
the deal is said to be Colonel Myron T 
Herrick, president of the Society for 
Cavings. 
Another is Robert Wallace, 
president of the Cleveland Ship Build 
lug Company. 
Cr. Gatling, the famous inventor of 
guns, has been here in conference with 
other men in the deal. Armstrong, the 
•inventor of the gun, which bears his 
name, has also been in Cleveland. 
An­ 
drew Carnegie is one of the chief men 
in the negotiations. 
Robert Wallace is now in the west 
w ith several of the foreigners, who 
visited Cleveland. Before he returns 
he wiil stop in San Francisco, and the 
proprietors of the Union iron works, 
which built the fatuous battleship Ore­ 
gon, will bo approached as to whether 
they will go into the deal. 
It is believed that every shipbuilding, 
gunmaking aud armor plate making 
firm in the United States has been in 
the negotiations. 
The projectors claim 
they can raise a capital of 1200,000,000.

ALARMING INCREASE. 


Sick in Porto R ico W ill M ake It N eces­ 


sary to Send Troop* H om e. 
[Correspondence. J 


P o n c e , Porto Rico, Sept. 27.—It is 
the well grounded and almost unani­ 
mous opinion of the medical staff of the 
American army in Porto Rico that the 
condition of the volunteer forces here 
necessitates their removal north. 
Sickness is increasing and has been 
increasing during the past two or three 
weeks at an alrrming .race. Today the 
sick report shows over 2,700 in hospit­ 
als or iii quarters out of a total com­ 
mand of 10,000 men; that is, over 25 
per cent of the troops are on the sick 
list. Tnis, however, does not mean 
that there is an effective strength of 
7,500 men. 
The soldiers discharged from the hos­ 
pitals as fit for duty are in nine oases 
out of ten incapable of service and if 
ordered on duty are almost invariably 
back in the hospital within a few days. 
The medical officers have found that 
the convalescents do not and seemingly 
cannot recover their strength in tins 
climate and for this reason they are 
being sent north as rapidly as possible, 
several hundred leaving every week. 


BEADY TO MEET. 


P a r is , Oct. 4.—Yesterday’s sexton of 
the American and Spanish peace com­ 
missioners lasted until 4 o’clock, at 
which hour they adjourned to meet 
at 2 o’clock next Friday afternoon, such 
interval being desirable and necessary 
to allow separate consideration by each 
commission of matters requiring such 
course before the joint commission. 
The interval will be thus tilled with 
work by each commission, the ultimate 
results being so facilitated. 
The secretary of the Spanish com­ 
mission arrived last night aud the inter­ 
val will be also employed by the secre­ 
taries jointly in maturing plans for the 
work 
and 
proceedure. 
While the 
American commissioners were at lunch­ 
eon yesterday General Merritt called at 
their hotel, but he did not wait to see 
them. 
He called again this morning to 
meet the members of the commission. 
The Spanish and American commis 
stoners will be received today by Pres­ 
ident Faure. The hour fixed for the 
reception of the Americans is 4:45 
o’clock. General M erritt will accom 
pany the Americans to this function, 
which will be held at the Palais de 
Elysee. 
The opinion is now held that the 
work of the commissions may be fin­ 
ished within a month from the present 
time. 
While it is the general impression 
that yesterday’s meeting was again de­ 
voted to preliminaries and that the ad­ 
journment to Friday was taken only to 
enable the secretaries to draw up a 
schedule of work, the representative of 
the Associated Press learns that the 
session was highly important and that 
the Americans have made a demand of 
such character that the Spaniards round 
it necessary to ask for an adjournment 
in order to enable them to consult with 
the government at Madrid. 
It is believed that tut* question con­ 
cerns the Philippines and it is known 
that the Americans ai t lushly pleased 
at having so soon real hi d what they 
consider a very important phase of the 
negotiations and consider the two ses­ 
sions thus far held as very satisfactory 
to America. The fact m at a member 
of the commission expressed the belief 
that the work would ce completed 
within a month indicates a happy frame 
of mind. 
In the Spanish camp great hopes are 
built on what they believe General Mer­ 
ritt will advise, namely, that the Phil­ 
ippines are incapable of self-govern­ 
ment aud that the whole situation does 
not warrant America in taking the re­ 
sponsibility for the entire Philippines. 
The Spaniards are quite ready to give 
whatever America asks in the way of 
coiling stations, but will resist more, to 
tne verge of a renewal of hostilities.

Sick In P o rto R ico W ill M ake I t N eoai- 
•a ry to Send Troop# H om e. 


[ Dor resp o n d en t. J 
P once, Porto Rico, Sept. 27.—It is 
the well grounded and almost unani­ 
mous opinion of the medical staff of the 
American arm y in Porto Rico th at the 
couditiou of the volunteer forces here 
necessitates their removal north. 
Sickness is increasing and has been 
increasing during the past two or three 
weeks at an alrrm ing race. 
Today the 
sick report shows over 2,700 in hospit­ 
als or in quarters out of a total com­ 
m and of 10,000 men; that is, over 25 
per cent of the troops are on the sick 
list. 
This, however, does not mean 
that tilt re is an effective strength of 
7,500 men. 
The soldiers discharged from the hos­ 
pitals as tit for duty are iii nine cases 
out of ten incapable of service and if 
ordered on duty are almost invariably 
back in the hospital w ithin a few days. 
The medical officers have found that 
the convalescents do not and seemingly 
cannot recover their strength in tins 
climate and for this reason they are 
being sent north as rapidly as possible, 
several hundred leaving every week.

The Spanish and American commis­ 
sioners will be received today by Pres­ 
ident Faure. 
The hour fixed for the 
reception of 
the Americans is 4:45 
o’clock. 
General M erritt will accom­ 
pany the Americans to this function, 
which will be held at the Palais de 
Elysee. 
The opinion is now held th at the 
work of the commissions m ay be fin­ 
ished w ithin a m onth from the present 
time. 
W hile it is the general impression 
th at yesterday's m eeting was again de­ 
voted to prelim inaries and that the ad­ 
journm ent to Friday was taken only to 
enable the secretaries to draw up a 
schedule of work, the representative of 
the Associated Press learns th at the 
session was highly im portant and th at 
the Americans have made a demand of 
such character that the Spaniards lound 
it necessary to ask for an adjournm ent 
in order to enable them to cousult with 
the government at Madrid. 
It is believed that tao question con­ 
cerns the Philippines aud it is kuown 
th at tho Americans a rt highly pleased 
at having so soon reac hed w hat they 
consider a very im portant phase of the 
negotiations and consider the two ses­ 
sions thus far held as very satisfactory 
to America.

Mr. Shizno Rondo, president of the 
Japan-American Commercial and Indus­ 
trial association of Tokyo, Japan, deliv­ 
ered an address the other night before 
the Manufacturers’ association of New 
York at its headquarters in Brooklyn 
borough on the possible advantages to 
be derived through commercial inter­ 
course between Japan and the United 
States. Mr. Kondo urged the construc­ 
tion of the Nicaragua canal as an outlet 
to the Pacific. He began by referring to 
the older and once powerful nations of 
the old world and the desire of the mod­ 
ern nations of Europe for strong support 
from one another, saying that stanch 
Germany had been obliged to invite an 
alliance with 
England, France bad 
sought Russia, and that England now 
had a liking for the American eagle. 
Then he added: 
"Speaking unofficially, I may say 
that Japanese money is being pat in 
large amounts on Uncle Sam. The mar­ 
velous conquests of western men have 
swept away old conditions, and today 
the commercial center of the world is 
rushing from the Mediterranean sea to 
both shores of the Atlantic, where it 
now controls. 
The conviction comes 
home to yon in no uncertain manner 
that the present Atlantic commercial 
supremacy is seeking an outlet into the 
Pacicfi ocean. Through the Nicaragua 
canal—an enterprise greater than that 
of the Suez canal, because it will cor 
tainly revolutionize all trade—will pass 
a commerce unequaled in the history of 
the world. Whosoever accomplishes this 
gigantic work will be greater and nobler 
than any king or emperor or man who 
ever lived for the reason that this canal 
will be the searchlight of civilization 
and progress to the 700,000,000 of that 
population which lives about the shores 
of the Pacific ocean and in its islands 
and will awaken these people to the 
blessings of liberty, independence, pros­ 
perity and education. 
"The dawn of Pacific supremacy will 
date from the successful achievement of 
the Nicaragua canal. Pacific cables will 
undoubtedly be completed about the 
same time, thus linking the trade of your 
Pacific coast to the western borders of 
South America, Australia, Hawaii, Ja­ 
pan, Korea, China, Philippines, Straits 
Settlements and even India. These coun­ 
tries are universally accepted as the fu­ 
ture markets of the world. Under no 
circumstances should the United States 
fail to utilize every opportunity to con­ 
trol Pacific trade. 
‘The motive for your recent war, to 
deliver the neighboring island of Cuba 
from slavery, misadministration and 
anarchy, together with various acts of 
your government in the determination, 
was the open announcement of justice, 
righteousness and humanity, and has 
been highly applauded by Japan. Ha 
waii has already been annexed as a side 
issue of the war—the natural sequence 
of political expediency and public pol­ 
icy. Once yon have annexed Hawaii the 
retention of the Philippines is expected 
by all the powers concerned, avowedly 
or tacitly, as the rightful fruits of con 
quest. Furthermore, I firmly believe 
that your aot of retaining the Philip­ 
pines is the act of humanity and civil 
ization. 
The formal presence of the 
stars and stripes in the critical eastern 
amphitheater would eventually clear up 
the treacherous clouds that have long 
been hanging over our horizon. Indeed 
your participation in eastern affairs is 
greatly desired by all Asiatic nations, 
and especially by Japan. 
"Japan looks to the conclusion of a 
reciprocal trade with the United States 
as the first step in promoting growth of 
closer commercial relations and clearer 
political understandings. Since Japau 
was awakened by the patient efforts of 
the United States and inspired by the 
genius, brains and minds of the Yankee 
she has quickly adopted the spirit of 
modern civilization and has made a rec­ 
ord of national progress never equaled. 
Japan’s purchases from abroad become 
larger every year. Your exportation to 
Japan increased about 65 per cent in 
1897. The United States will find Japan 
a profitable customer rather than a dan­ 
gerous competitor. Our people look up­ 
on the United States as a sister nation 
and regard her people as our benefactors 
and firm friends. 
"Yon here witness the representative 
af the entire population of Japan in the 
Japan-American Commercial and In 
dustrial association, the object of which 
is to encourage the consumption of 
American products in Japan as well as 
in all eastern countries, to ameliorate 
any difficulties in existing methods of 
trade and to secure a reciprocal traffic 
between the United States and Japan. 
I firmly believe that the time has now 
come for a vigoious movement on the 
part of American commercial and in 
iuatrial bodies to co-operate trjthjja in 


guiding tne current or racme commer­ 
cial supremacy. 
"The expansion of American export 
trade clearly demonstrates the need of 
carrying bottoms under its own flag. It 
must be remembered that the largest 
part of the eastern trade bas be*u car­ 
ried by the competitive flags of the 
United States. The statistics of 1896 
show in the value of merchandise car­ 
ried nuder the American flag an in­ 
crease of 15 per cent as compared with 
1892, while England has gained 74 per 
cent and Germany 131 per cent in the 
same period. These disadvantages, cou­ 
pled with the high cost of transporta­ 
tion and the loss of time involved in 
making shipments, disturb the enconr- 
a gem en t of consumption of American 
products abroad, and also drive her 
prospective customers to a market that 
makes prompt shipments at regular 
rates of freight. You are probably ac­ 
customed to hear such complaints from 
all your eastern customers. We always 
ask, Why do you Americans not start di­ 
rect lines of your own? 
"Your exportable merchandise is not 
too well beloved by foreign carriers. At 
this propitious time tne United States 
should liberally subsidize shipping and 
encourage merchantmen to such a de­ 
gree as to enjoy the entire benefits of 
the projected Nicaraguan canal. The 
pioneer merchantmen of Great Britain 
made a thorough exploration for years, 
and have been patiently catering to 
eastern markets, following closely the 
business requirements and commercial 
necessities of these markets; educating 
the people to the consumption of west­ 
ern products with the ultimate object 
of Anglicizing these profitable markets. 
"The result of this missionary work 
was to monopolize Asiatic tiade to such 
a degree that the w ord‘British’ came 
to be considered a synonymous term for 
‘all imported goods,’ until the recent 
amazing industrial development of Ger­ 
many encroached in that quarter of the 
globe. The export trade of the United 
States has grown very rapidly in the 
last year—much faster than that of any 
other nation. The fact is shown that 
while United States exports to Japan 
increased 65 per cent in 1897 over 1896, 
the total increase of export to Japan 
from all other countries is only 28 per 
cent in the same year. 
"This 
extraordinary progress 
of 
American commerce in Japan is due not 
so much to special effort put forth by 
American 
manufacturers and mer­ 
chants, but much credit should be given 
to the excellent quality of your prod­ 
ucts. I cannot too vigorously call your 
attention to’ the suicidal policy of in­ 
trusting the explanations of the merits 
of your products to foreign carriers and 
merchants. At heart they have no sym­ 
pathy for your splendid handicraft Our 
government and our association have 
taken steps to correct this wrong, so far 
as it may, by the establishment of a 
mnseum where American goods at least 
have a fair show. We look very anx 
iously to this great republic as a desir­ 
able market for our products. 
"The time will soon come when you 
will outdo all your rivals in Japan. 
This is also true of all eastern countries. 
In every part of the globe Germany and 
England are universally regarded as in­ 
ternational commercial factors. They are 
instinctively active in furthering com 
mercial relations with the rest of the 
world. They stimulate their people, 
furnish them every report and investi 
gation of commercial and industrial na­ 
ture with a. thorough education of the 
trade capabilities and mercantile moth 
ode of other countries. Wherever they 
go there you shall find a well equipped 
organization and publications for their 
interest. 
"The unlimited natural resources of 
the United States, in time worked up by 
the genius and brains of enterprising 
Yankees, are bound to prevail all over the 
world. Even as it is today, your flour, 
cotton, sole leather, rails, nails, watches, 
kerosene oil, cigarettes, electrical ma­ 
chinery and supplies, boilers and en 
gines, tubes and pipes, locomotives, 
railway material, leather belting and 
other innumerable products are the 
principal exports from the United States 
to Japan and are accepted without any 
special effort having been made by your 
merchants. 
"Now, gentlemen, the need of trade 
organizations abroad for the interest of 
American commerce and industry calls 
for your earnest support, aud with this 
object in view the Japan-American 
Commercial aud Industrial association 
came to life with its organ, The Japau- 
American Commercial Journal, printed 
in Japanese and English, the first and 
only official commercial publication 
which advocates your interest in Japan 
as well as all eastern countries. 
"The recent war has proved that you 
have an army, a navy and boundless re­ 
sources. The cry of ‘Remember the 
Maine!’ was heard not only by the Span­ 
iards, but it echoed around the world. 
We in Japan took up the cry in full 
sympathy and in the spirit of destiny, 
knowing that the inevitable was upon 
us, and that after a brief rest on Atlan­ 
tic shores, regal commerce with her 
gorgeous retinue was again preparing 
to sweep westward.

Mr. Shizno Rondo, president of the 
Japan-American Commercial and Indus­ 
trial association of Tokyo, Japan, deliv­ 
ered an address the oth er night before 
the Manufacturers’ association of New 
York at its headquarters in Brooklyn 
borongb on the possible advantages to 
be derived through commercial inter­ 
course between Japan and the United 
States. 
Mr. Rondo urged the construc­ 
tion of the Nicaragna canal as an outlet 
to the Pacific. He began by referring to 
the older and once powerful nations of 
the old world and the desire of the mod­ 
ern nations of Europe for strong support 
from one another, saying that stanch 
Germany had been obliged to invite an 
alliance with 
England, France 
had 
sought Russia, and that England now 
had a liking for the American eagle. 
Then he added: 
"Speaking unofficially, I may say 
that Japanese money is being pat in 
large amounts on Uncle Sam. The mar­ 
velous conquests of western men have 
swept away old conditions, and today 
the commercial center of the world is 
rushing from the Mediterranean sea to 
both shores of the Atlantic, where it 
now controls. 
The conviction comes 
home to you in no uncertain manner 
that the present Atlantic commercial 
supremacy is seeking an outlet into the 
Pacicfi ocean. 
Through the Nicaragua 
canal—an enterprise greater than that 
of the Suez canal, because it w ill cer­ 
tainly revolutionize all trade— w ill pass 
a commerce unequaled in the history of 
the world. Whosoever accomplishes this 
gigantic work w ill be greater and nobler 
than any king or emperor or man who 
ever lived for the reason that this canal 
w ill be the searchlight of civilization 
and progress to the 700,000,000 of that 
population which lives about the shores 
of the Paoifio ocean and in its islands 
and w ill awaken these people to the 
blessings of liberty, independence, pros­ 
perity and education. 
"The dawn of Pacific supremacy will 
date from the successful achievement of 
the Nicaragua canal. Paoifio cables w ill 
undoubtedly be completed abont the 
same time, thus linking the trade of your 
Pacific coast to the western borders of 
South America, Australia, Hawaii, Ja­ 
pan, Korea, China, Philippines, Straits 
Settlements and even India. These coun­ 
tries are universally accepted as the fu­ 
ture markets of the world. 
Under no 
circumstances should the United States 
fail to utilize every opportunity to con­ 
trol Pacific trade. 
"The motive for your recent war, to 
deliver the neighboring island of Cuba 
from slavery, misadministration and 
anarchy, together with various acts of 
yonr government in the determination, 
was the open announcement of justice, 
righteousness and humanity, and has 
been highly applauded by Japan. 
Ha 
waii has already been annexed as a side 
issue of the war— the natural sequence 
of political expediency and public pol 
icy. Once yon have annexed Hawaii the 
retention of the Philippines is expected 
by all the powers ooncerned, avowedly 
or tacitly, as the rightful fruits of con­ 
quest. 
Furthermore, I firmly believe 
that your act of retaining the Philip­ 
pines is the act of humanity and civil­ 
ization. 
The formal presence of the 
stars and stripes in the critical eastern 
amphitheater would eventually clear up 
the treacherous clouds that have long 
been banging over our horizon. 
Indeed 
your participation in eastern affairs is 
greatly desired by all Asiatic nations, 
and especially by Japan. 
"Japan looks to the conclusion of a 
reciprocal trade with the United States 
as the first step in promoting growth of 
closer commercial relations and clearer 
political understandings. 
Since Japan 
was awakened by the patient efforts of 
the United States and inspired by the 
genius, brains and minds of the Yankee 
she has quickly adopted the spirit of 
modern civilization and bas made a rec­ 
ord of national progress never equaled. 
Japan’s purchases from abroad become 
larger every year. Your exportation to 
Japan increased about 65 per cent in 
1897. The United States w ill find Japan 
a profitable customer rather than a dan­ 
gerous competitor. Our people look up­ 
on the United States as a sister nation 
and regard ber people as our benefactors 
and firm friends. 
"You here witness the representative 
of the entire population of Japan in the 
Japan-American Commercial and In­ 
dustrial association, the object of which 
is to encourage the consumption of 
American products in Japan as well as 
in all eastern countries, to ameliorate 
any difficulties in existing methods of 
trade and to secure a reciprocal traffic 
between the United States and Japan. 
I firmly believe that the time has now 
come for a vigoious movement on the 
part of American commercial and in- 
iustrial bodies to co operate Wjthjjs in 


guiding tile current cl racinc commer­ 
cial supremacy. 
"The expansion of American export 
trade clearly demonstrates the w ed of 
carrying bottoms under its own flag. It 
must be remembered that the lurgest 
part of the eastern trade bus be*'U car­ 
ried by the competitive flags of the 
United States. 
The statistics of 1896 
show in the value of merchandise car­ 
ried under the American flag an 111- 
crease of 15 per cent as compared with 
1892, while England has gained 74 per 
cent and Germany 131 per cent in the 
same period. These disadvantages, cou­ 
pled with the high cost of transporta­ 
tion and the loss of time involved in 
making shipments, disturb the encour­ 
agement of consumption of American 
products abroad, and also drive her 
prospective customers to a market that 
makes prompt shipments at regular 
rates of freight. 
Yon are probably ac­ 
customed to hear such complaints from 
all yonr eastern customers. We always 
ask, Why do you Americans not start di­ 
rect lines of your own? 
"Yonr exportable merchandise is not 
too well beloved by foreign carriers. At 
this propitious time tne United States 
should liberally subsidize shipping and 
encourage merchantmen to such a de­ 
gree as to enjoy the entire benefits of 
the projected Nicaraguan canal. 
The 
pioneer merchantmen of Great Britain 
made a thorough exploration for years, 
and have been patiently catering to 
eastern markets, following closely the 
business requirements and commercial 
necessities of these markets; educating 
the people to the consumption of west­ 
ern products with the ultimate object 
of Anglicizing these profitable markets. 
"The result of this missionary work 
was to monopolize Asiatic trade to such 
a degree that the word ‘British’ came 
to be considered a synonymous term for 
‘all imported goods,’ until the recent 
amazing industrial development of Ger­ 
many encroached in that quarter of the 
globe. 
The export trade of the United 
States has grown very rapidly in the 
last year—much faster than that of any 
other nation. 
The fact is shown that 
while United States exports to Japan 
increased 65 per cent in 1897 over 1896, 
the total increase of export to Japan 
from all other countries is only 28 per 
oent in the same year. 
"This 
extraordinary progress 
of 
American commerce in Japan is due not 
so much to special effort put forth by 
American 
manufacturers 
and 
mer­ 
chants, but much credit should be given 
to the excellent quality of yonr prod­ 
ucts. I cannot too vigorously call your 
attention to the suicidal policy of in­ 
trusting the explanations of the merits 
of your products to foreign carriers and 
merchants. At heart they have no sym­ 
pathy for your splendid handicraft Our 
government and our association have 
taken steps to correct this wrong, so far 
as it may, by the establishment of a 
museum where American goods at least 
have a fair show. 
We look very anx­ 
iously to this great republic as a desir­ 
able market for our products. 
"The time w ill soon come when you 
w ill outdo all your rivals in Japan. 
This is also true of all eastern countries. 
In every part of the globe Germany and 
England are universally regarded as in­ 
ternational commercial factors. They are 
instinctively active in farthering com­ 
mercial relations with the rest of the 
world. 
They stimulate their people, 
furnish them every report and investi­ 
gation of commercial and industrial na­ 
ture with a thorough education of the 
trade oapabilities and mercantile meth­ 
ods of other countries. 
Wherever they 
go there you shall find a well equipped 
organization and publications for their 
interest. 
"The unlimited natural resources of 
the United States, in time worked up by 
the genius and brains of enterprising 
Yankees, are bound to prevail all over the 
world. 
Even as it is today, your flour, 
cotton, sole leather, rails, nails, watches, 
kerosene oil, cigarettes, electrical ma­ 
chinery and supplies, boilers and en­ 
gines, tubes and pipes, locomotives, 
railway material, leather belting and 
other innumerable products are the 
principal exports from the United States 
to Japan and are accepted without any 
special effort having been made by your 
merchants. 
"Now, gentlemen, the need of trade 
organizations abroad for the interest of 
American commerce and industry calls 
for your earnest support, aud with this 
object in view the Japan-American 
Commercial and Industrial association 
came to life with its organ, The Japan- 
American Commercial Journal, printed 
in Japanese and English, the first and 
only official commercial publication 
which advocates your interest in Japan 
as well as all eastern countries. 
"The recent war has proved that you 
have an army, a navy and boundless re­ 
sources. 
The cry of ‘Remember the 
M aine!’ was heard not only by the Span­ 
iards, but it echoed around the world. 
W e in Japan took up the cry in full 
sympathy and in the spirit of destiny, 
knowing that the inevitable was upon 
us, and that after a brief rest on Atlan­ 
tic shores, regal commerce with her 
gorgeous retinue was again preparing 
to sweep westward. Therefore we have 
answered your cry with a new one, ‘Re­ 
member the Pacific!’ We of Japan have 
been called the Yankees of Asia, aud 
we are proud of the name. ’ ’—New York 
Times.

and the Duchess of Marlborough, for­ 
merly Mips Cousnelo Vanderbilt. 
They 
were aided by the Countess de Castel­ 
lano, formerly Miss Anna Gould. 
By 
their w it and backed by their money 
these women, it is now asserted, set the 
law s of neutrality at naught and landed 
British arms and munitions in the 
United States for the American navy 
through a plan which has no known 
parallel. 
They did this, it is stated, at 
a time when the United States was 
thought to be in great need of war ma­ 
terial and carried their scheme through 
without a hitch. 
Knowledge of this brilliant achieve­ 
ment only leaked out the other day. In 
the Brooklyn navy yard, in an inlet 
near the "boneyard, ’’ is a clipper built 
East Indianian on which is painted the 
name Scipio. 
But close scrutiny, it is 
claimed, would reveal that Scipio had 
been rather rudely painted over another 
name— tbat of Ravenna, which, by the 
way. is the name of a regular boat of 
the English Occidental and Oriental 
Steamship company.

Council met last night with all mem- 
bprs present except Isaiah James.

These bills were ordered paid, and as 
there was lacking $450 of this amount 
in the treasury, a resolution was intro­ 
duced, authorizing the borrowing of 
that sum at a rate of interest not to ex­ 
ceed 6 per cent., to be again replaced 
from the general and road fund of the 
next tax collections. 
E. J. Miller, a civil engineer from 
Wheeling, showed council plans for 
sewerage, 
grade 
and 
all complete. 
Council was interested, and when some 
one inquired the price it was given as 
$350. The old question of the probable 
cost of sewering the town again came 
up and on being asked his opinion of an 
estimate Mr. Miller dryly replied that 
he should say it would not take less 
than $10,000 or more than $100,000. This 
reply was highly gratifying to 
the 
faction that have always insisted that 
plans must be drawn and an estimate 
made before the citizen be asked to vote 
on bonding 
the 
city. 
While the 
economical members hold that to pay 
out several hundred dollars before we 
know that the people want the town 
sewered is not good policy. 
A resolution was now introduced and 
under 
suspension passed. 
That the 
mayor be instructed to give notice that 
on November 8 the people be asked to 
vote on bonding the city for $75,000 for 
sewerage purposes. 
A resolution was also introduced con­ 
demning certain lands belonging to 20 
persons to form an alley 20 feet in width 
and extending from Fourth to Eleventh 
streets. It is understood that this will 
bo the route of the proposed switch that 
the railroad has agreed to put in. 
The board of health explained that 
two 
sewers 
had 
been 
condemned, 
and if the nuisances were not abated 
the board would take action and charge 
it to the city. 
J. J. Punnton, for the new pottery, 
asked for an extension of water mains 
for fire protection, and Cooper, Goetz 
and Minor were appointed to confer 
with the water commissioners. 
Council will meet again October 5.

PRESERVING MEATS. 


A M ew M eth o d D tnc-overed b y a D a n ­ 
is h Z o o lo g ist. 
A new method of preserving freshly 
killed meats has been discovered by the 
Danish zoologist, August Fjelstrup, al­ 
ready well known through bis method 
of condensing milk without the use of 
sugar. The system has stood a remark­ 
ably bard three months’ test at the 
Odense (Danish) company’s slaughter 
houses in a very satisfactory manner.

Council was interested, and when some 
one inquired the price it was given as 
$360. The old question of the probable 
cost of sewering the town again came 
up and on being asked his opinion of an 
estimate Mr. Miller dryly replied that 
he should say it would not take less 
than $10,000 or more than $100,000. This 
reply was highly gratifying to 
the 
faction that have always insisted that 
plans must be drawn and an estimate 
made before the citizen be asked to vote 
on bonding 
the 
city. 
While the 
economical members hold that to pay 
out several hundred dollars before we 
know that the people want the town 
sewered is not good policy. 
A resolution was now introduced and 
under 
suspension passed. That, the 
mayor be instructed to give notice that 
on November 8 the people be asked to 
vote on bonding the city for $75,000 for 
sewerage purposes. 
A resolution was also introduced con­ 
demning certain lands belonging to 20 
persons to form an alley 20 feet in width 
and extending from Fourth to Eleventh 
streets. It is understood that this will 
bo the route of the proposed switch that 
the railroad has agreed to put in. 
The board of health explained that 
two sewers 
had

condemned, 
and if the nuisances were not abated 
the board would take action and charge 
it to the city. 
J. J. Purinton, for the new pottery, 
asked for an extension of water mains 
for fire protection, and Cooper, Goetz 
and Minor were appointed to confer 
with the water commissioners. 
Council will meet again October 5.

traveler had not been exposed to 
the fever, and one day he left the Ores 
cent dlty w ith its gay hut frightened 
people far in the wake, his course being 
measured toward the boun dry of Texas. 
They talked about it that day in the 
sleeper, and one pompons 
scion 
of 
wealth, the richest man in the bound­ 
ary town, 
ventured the opinion that 
he would not 
he disturbed by quar­ 
antine 
officers, 
and 
seemed 
to 
gather 
some 
amusement 
from 
the 
fact that three northern boys were grow ­ 
ing uncomfortable. 
They stood it for a 
time, but soon the shriek of a newsboy 
at a wayside station announced the 
presence of important news. 
W ith an 
eagerness born of desperation everybody 
bought a paper and learned that the 
news of the fever at N ew Orleans had 
traveled to Texas and the frontier was 
guarded by the strongest shot gun policy 
known in many years. 
Then Mr. Rich* 
man's jaw began to sink, and the north­ 
ern boys began to wonder how they 
were to get out of a very nasty scrape. 
The train, they knew, would be held 
up at the frontier, and after the hoard 
of health officers had sung their doleful 
song they would be tied up for at least 


ten days until the time of suspicion had 
passed. 
The program was carried out—in part. 
The engineer was held up in true western 
style at the edge of town, and while 
armed and desperate men held the pas­ 
sengers in check, the conductor was in­ 
formed he could go no farther. 
The 
health officer soon appeared, and the 
northern boys noticed that he had a 
kindly face, w hile old moneybags sank 
into the hot cushions of his seat and 
swore softly under his breath at a condi­ 
tion where his money was worth no 
more than water. 
Not so w ith the Liverpool boy. 
He 
gained permission to send a telegram, 
and going to the junction office nearby 
wired his woes to a high official of 
Texas. 
In a short time the answer 
came. 
Then he had a talk with the 
captain of the shotgun guard, and later 
communicated something to hi9 northern 
friends. 
They all laughed, and pro­ 
ceeded to make themselves as comfort­ 


able as possible. 
That night they stole silently from

watches many times, and crouching low 
ran along the side of the train until the 
last car was reached.

Principally, however, because it might 
embroil not only himself but two other 
faithful travelers and an officer of the 
Texas state board of health, for be it 
known they are very strict when any 
man, northern or southern, makes bold 
to run the yellow fever quarantine. 
It happened in this way. The Liver­ 
pool traveler and the yellow fever were 
in New Orleans at the same time. One 
had been there only a few days while 
the other had been growing and fatten­ 
ing in the heaps of festering filth under 
a boiling san. One wanted to get away 
because his business was done, the other 
wanted to leave the city in order that its 
long bony hand might be stretched over 
the plains of Texas and more helpless 
unfortunates might bow to its will as 
the agent of grim, awful death. 
The traveler had not been exposed to 
the fever, and one day he left the Cres­ 
cent dlty with its gay but frightened 
people far in the wake, his coarse being 
measured toward the bonn dry of Texas. 
They talked about it that day in the 
sleeper, and one pompons 
scion 
of 
wealth, the richest man in the bound­ 
ary town, ventured the opinion that 
he would not be disturbed by quar­ 
antine 
officers, 
and 
seemed 
to 
gather 
some 
amusement from the 
fact that three northern boys were grow­ 
ing uncomfortable. They stood it for a 
time, but soon the shriek of a newsboy 
at a wayside station announced the 
presence of important news. With an 
eagerness born of desperation everybody 
bought a paper and learned that the 
news of the fever at New Orleans had 
traveled to Texas and the frontier was 
guarded by the strongest shot gun policy 
known in many years. Then Mr. Rich- 
man’s jaw began to sink, and the north­ 
ern boys began to wonder how they 
were to get out of a very nasty scrape. 
The train, they knew, would be held 
up at the frontier, and after the board 
of health officers had sung their doleful 
song they woald be tied up for at least 


ten days until the time of suspicion had 
passed. 
The program was carried out—in part. 
The engineer was held up in true western 
style at the edge of town, and while 
armed and desperate men held the pas­ 
sengers in check, the conductor was in­ 
formed he coaid go no farther. The 
health officer soon appeared, and the 
northern boys noticed that he had a 
kindly face, while old moneybags sank 
into the hot cushions of his seat and 
swore softly under his breath at a condi­ 
tion where his money was worth no 
more than water. 
Not so with the Liverpool boy. He 
gained permission to send a telegram, 
and going to the junction office nearby 
wired his woes to a high official of 
Texas.

In 1845 it was annexed by Egypt to tile 
government of Khartum and was ast <1 
as a place of transportation for political 
prisoners and galley slaves. 
“ It is 
said,” writes Gessi Pasha, who was 
governor of the Bahr-el-Ghazal under 
Gordon, in “Seven Years In the Su­ 
dan,” ‘‘that anyone sent to Fashoda 
never returns. The climate is unhealthy, 
the air pestilential, and it rarely hap­ 
pens that a condemned prisoner survives 
the effects of the privations of the 
place. 
‘‘When Gessi first visited Fashoda, 
he found no political prisoners there, 
bot there were about 200 convicts 
working at the galleys. There were a 
few shops slenderly supplied with arti­ 
cles at a high price. These were for the 
most part kept by Greeks. The com­ 
mandant of the place, Lieutenant Col­ 
onel Yu8suf Bey, was then doing his 
best to improve the city, but with little 
success. At that time the surrounding 
territory yielded only a few hippopot­ 
amus hides and the officials and resi­ 
dents were chiefly occupied by the slave 
trade. Gessi soon made an end of this. 
At the instance of Gordon the descend­ 
ant of the sultans of the Shilluks was 
made bey of Fashoda, with a high sal­ 
ary, and was specially charged to sup­ 
press slavery, from which his fellow 
tribesmen had suffered. The market, 
which formerly was full of slight huts, 
in which the Jelabba kept their slaves, 
was abolished, aud slavery was public­ 
ly prohibited. 
‘‘After the fall of Lupton, who suc­ 
ceeded Gessi as governor, Fashoda, with 
the rest of the Bahr-el-Ghazal province, 
fell into the hands of the mahdists. Ac­ 
cording to Father Ohrwalder, Fashoda 
then became an important center of the 
cereal trade. The supplies of corn re­ 
ceived from that town at one time saved 
Omdnrman from absolute starvation. 
Up to 1889 Fashoda continued the sup­ 
ply, most of the native cultivators re­ 
ceiving in exchange glass beads, pieces 
of copper, iron, cowries and old Med- 
jidie dollars. The khalifa subsequently 
dispatched Zeki Tnmmal and an army 
from Gala bat to attack Fashoda and its 
people.

Scott, Ching was with him, his devoted 
slave. He anticipated every wish of his 
master, kept his clothes and accouter­ 
ments in the pink of condition and al­ 
ways slept within easy call of the com- j 
mander. Ching was very apt and soon 
developed into a remarkably fine cook. 
He invented and served up delectable 
feasts and luncheons which made it a 
desired event to be invited to poke one’s 
legs beneath the colonel’s board. 
When the war broke out between the 
United States and Spain, Colonel Car­ 
roll was ordered at once, with his com­ 
mand, to Tampa. 
In his judgment the 
commander thought it wise to order 
Ching to remain behind at the post. 
The Mongolian said nothing, but he 
had the same look in his eyes that can 
be observed in a faithful hound who is 
injured by the master he loves. 
When the Sixth reached Tampa, the 
colonel was dumfounded to see Ching 
toddle into Lls tent, smiling innocently, 
and without any explanation proceed 
to adjust his master s traps.

argue with him.” Then cam e the or­ 
ders to proceed at once to Cuba. 
This 
time, in bis most stern manner and in 
his most impressive tones, Colonel Car­ 
roll ordered his Chinese menial to re­ 
main behind, under pain of his most 
dire 
disoleasnre

light. 


sabee, ” was the Celestial s reply. 
In the hurry and bustle of embarking 
for the seat of war, the colonel lost 
sight of Ching and concluded that his 
orders were to be obeyed. He reckoned 
not upon the Chinese boy’s faithfulness 
and affection. The transport was not 
out more than 24 hours before Ching, 
with bis smile “ childlike and bland,” 
put in an appearance before the doughty 
colonel. 
He was a stowaway, having 
hidden himself in the hold during the 
excitement of the departure. 
Colonel Carroll stormed aud raved, 
but the smile never left the boy’s face. 
He had accomplished his purpose and 
was happy. Finally the colonel saw a 
humorous side to the situation, especial 
ly as the officers of his staff laughingly 
told him he might as well try to lose 
bis shadow as the pigtailed val )t. Once 
in camp in Cuba Ching’s usefulness 
was apparent. 
No officer’s wants were 
better attended to than were those of 
Colonel Carroll. His meals were simply 
marvels, and the commander frankly 
admitted that he would be lost without 
Ching. 
All went well until the fatal battle. 
As the cavalrymen rushed into the 
fight, where the atmosphere teemed 
with singing Mauser bullets, Ching fol­ 
lowed where he could see the well 
known and beloved figure of the colonel.

Then a huge sob shook 
his frame. Turning, he walked through 
lines of sympathetic soldiers, who in 
their own grief said, “ The poor Chink’s 
heart’s bioken, sure.” 
Straightaway past the sentries, into 
the underbrush and toward the enemy 
walked the desolate Chinese boy.

Cleveland, Got. 4.—One of the most 
gigantic projects for the combination of 
capital in the history of the country is 
tieing engineered in Cleveland. 
It is 
an attem pt to unite the warship build­ 
ing interests and the armor plate and 
guumaking interests of the world into 
one great syndicate, whose factories 
snail be located near Cleveland. 
Men of international reputation in 
the financial and manufacturing world 
are in the deal. All summer foreigners 
of wealth and rank have been quietly 
visiting Cleveland. 
Their going and 
coming has been kept as mysterious as 
possible. 
When the Spanish-American 
war ended, all the world had learned 
that American had the best warships, 
armor plate aud guns. 
The attention of moneyed men had 
been called to the possibilities of im ­ 
mense profits, which might accrue to a 
company which should have a monop­ 
oly of these materials and from which 
every government in the world would 
be obliged to buy. 
Then the big finan­ 
ciers and manufacturers got then* heads 
together. 
One Clevelander who is in 
the deal is said to be Colonel Myron T. 
Herrick, president of the Society for 
Cavings. 
Another is Robert Wallace, 
president of the Cleveland Ship Build­ 
ing Company. 
Cr. Gatling, the famous inventor of 
guns, has been here in conference with 
other men in the deal. 
Armstrong, the 
inventor of the gun, which bears his 
name, has also been in Cleveland. 
An­ 
drew Carnegie is one of the chief men 
in the negotiations. 
Robert Wallace is now in the west 
w ith several of the foreigners, who 
visited Cleveland. 
Before he returns 
he will stop iii San Francisco, aud the 
proprietors of the Union iron works, 
winch built tile famous battleship Ore­ 
gon. will b< approached as to whether 
they will go into the deal. 
It is believed that every shipbuilding, 
gnnmaking and armor plate making 
firm in the United States has been in 
the negotiations. 
The projectors claim 
they can raise a capital of #200,000,000.

J 
Ponce, Porto Rico, Sept. 27.—It is 
the well grounded and almost unani­ 
mous opinion of the medical staff of the 
American army in Porto Rico that the 
condition of the volunteer forces here 
necessitates their removal north. 
Sickness is increasing and has been 
increasing during the past two or three 
weeks at an alrrming race. Today the 
sick report shows over 2,700 in hospit­ 
als or in quarters out of a total com­ 
mand of JO,OOO men; that is, over 25 
per cent of the troops are on the sick 
list. 
Tnis, however, does not mean 
that tin re is an effective strength of 
7,500 men. 
The soldiers discharged from the hos­ 
pitals as tit for duty are in nine oases 
out of ten incapable of service and if 
ordered ou duty are almost invariably 
back in the hospital within a few days. 
The medical officers have found that 
the convalescents do not aud seemingly 
cannot recover their strength in tins 
climate and for this reason they are 
being sent north as rapidly as possible, 
several hundred leaving every week.

Then he added: 
“ Speaking unofficially, I may say 
that Japanese money is being put in 
large amounts on Uncle Sam. The m ar­ 
velous conquests of western men have 
swept away old conditions, and today 
the commercial center of the world is 
rushing from the Mediterranean sea to 
both shores of the Atlantic, where it 
now controls. 
The conviction conies 
home to you in no uncertain manner 
that the present Atlantic commercial 
supremacy is seeking an outlet into the 
Pacicfi ocean. Through the Nicaragua 
canal—an enterprise greater than that 
of the Suez canal, because it will cer­ 
tainly revolutionize all trade—will pass 
a commerce unequaled iii the history of 
the world. Whosoever accomplishes this 
gigantic work will be greater and nobler 
than any king or emperor or man who 
ever lived for the reason that this canal 
will be the searchlight of civilization 
and progress to the 700,000,000 of that 
population which lives about the shores 
of the Pacific ocean and in its islands 
and will awaken these people to the 
blessings of liberty, independence, pros­ 
perity aud education. 
“ The dawn of Pacific supremacy will 
data from the successful achievement of 
the Nicaragua canal. Pacific cables will 
undoubtedly be completed about the 
same time, thus linking the trade of your 
Pacific coast to the western borders of 
South America, Australia, Hawaii, Ja­ 
pan, Korea, China, Philippines, Straits 
Settlements and even India. These coun­ 
tries are universally accepted as the fu­ 
ture markets of the world. 
Under no 
circumstances should the United States 
fail to utilize every opportunity to con­ 
trol Pacific trade. 
“ The motive for your recent war, to 
deliver the neighboring island of Cuba 
from slavery, misadministration and 
anarchy, together with various acts of 
your government in the determination, 
was the open announcement of justice, 
righteousness aud humanity, and has 
been highly applauded by Japan. Ha­ 
waii bas already been annexed as a side 
issue of the war—the natural sequence 
of political expediency aud public pol­ 
icy. Once yon have annexed Hawaii the 
retention of the Philippines is expected 
by all the powers concerned, avowedly 
or tacitly, us the rightful fruits of con­ 
quest. 
Furthermore, I firmly believe 
that yonraotof retaining the Philip 
pines is tho act of humanity aud civil­ 
ization. 
The formal presence of the 
stars and stripes in the critical eastern 
amphitheater would eventually clear up 
the treacherous clouds that have long 
been bunging over our horizon. Indeed 
your participation in eastern affairs is 
greatly desired by all Asiatic nations, 
and especially by Japan. 
“ Jupuu looks to the conclusion of a 
reciprocal trade with the United States 
as the first step in promoting growth of 
doser commercial relations and clearer 
political understandings. Since Jupuu 
was awakened by the patient efforts of 
the United States aud inspired by the 
genius, brains aud minds of the Yankee 
she has quickly adopted the spirit of 
modern civilization and bas made a rec­ 
ord of national progress never equaled. 
Japan's purchases from abroad become 
larger every year. Your exportation to 
Japan increased about 05 per cent in 
1897. The United States will find Japan 
a profitable customer rather than a dan 
gerous competitor. Our people look up­ 
on the United States as a sister nation 
and regard ber people as our benefactors 
and firm friends. 
“ You here witness the representative 
of the entire population of Japan in the 
Japan-American Commercial and In­ 
dustrial association, the object of which 
is to encourage the consumption of 
American products in Japan as well as 
in all eastern countries, to ameliorate 
any difficulties in existing methods of 
trade and to secure a reciprocal traffic 
between the United States and Japan. 
I firmly believe that the time has now 
come for a vigoious movement on the 
part of American commercial and in­ 
sist rial bodies to co* operate W jth^s in 


ra cm e coium er 
guiding tne current of 
cial suprem acy. 
“ T he expansion of Am erican export 
trade clearly dem onstrates the need of 
carrying bottom s under its ow n flag. It 
must be rem em bered that tile largest 
part of the eastern trade has be'-n car­ 
ried by the com petitive flags of the 
United States. 
The statistics of 1896 
show in the value of m erchandise car­ 
ried under the Am erican flag an in ­ 
crease of 15 per cent as compared w ith 
1892, while England has gained 74 per 
cent and Germany 151 per cent in the 
same period. These disadvantages, cou­ 
pled with the high cost of transporta- 
fon and the loss of time involved in 
making shipments, disturb the encour­ 
agement of consumption of American 
products abroad, and also drive her 
prospective customers to a market that 
makes prompt shipments at regular 
rates of freight. 
You are probably ac­ 
customed to hear such complaints from 
all your eastern customers. We always 
ask, Why do you Americans uot start di­ 
rect lines of your own? 
“ Your exportable merchandise is not 
too well beloved by foreign carriers. At 
this propitious time tne United States 
should liberally subsidize shipping and 
encourage merchantmen to such a de­ 
gree as to enjoy the entire benefits of 
the projected Nicaraguan canal. The 
pioneer merchantmen of Great Britain 
made a thorough exploration for years, 
and have been patiently catering to 
eastern markets, following closely the 
business requirements and commercial 
necessities of these markets; educating 
the people to the consumption of west­ 
ern products with the ultimate object 
of Anglicizing these profitable markets. 
“ The result of this missionary work 
was to monopolize Asiatic trade to such 
a degree that the word ‘British’ came 
to he considered a synonymous term for 
‘all imported goods,’ until the recent 
amazing industrial development of Ger­ 
many encroached in that quarter of the 
globe. The export trade of the United 
States has grown very rapidly in the 
last year—much faster than that of any 
other nation. The fact is shown that 
while United States exports to Japan 
increased 65 per cent in 1897 over 1896, 
the total increase of export to Japan 
from all other countries is only 28 per 
cent iii the same year. 
“ This 
extraordinary progress 
of 
American commerce in Japan is due uot 
so much to special effort put forth by 
American 
manufacturers aud 
mer­ 
chants, but much credit should be given 
to the excellent quality of your prod­ 
ucts. I cannot too vigorously call your 
attention to the suicidal policy of in­ 
trusting the explanations of the merits 
of your products to foreign carriers and 
merchants. At heart they have no sym­ 
pathy for your splendid handicraft Our 
government and our association have 
taken steps to correct this wrong, so far 
as it may, by the establishment of a 
museum where American goods at least 
have a fair show. 
We look very anx­ 
iously to this great republic as a desir­ 
able market for our products. 
“ The time will soon come when you 
will outdo all your rivals in Japan. 
This is also true of all eastern countries. 
In every part of the globe Germany aud 
England are universally regarded as in­ 
ternational commercial factors. They are 
instinctively active in furthering com­ 
mercial relations with the rest of the 
world. 
They stimulate their people, 
furnish them every report and investi­ 
gation of commercial and industrial na­ 
ture with a thorough education of the 
trade capabilities aud mercantile meth­ 
ods of other countries. 
Wherever they 
go there you shall find a well equipped 
organization and publications for their 
interest. 
“ The unlimited natural resources of 
the United States, in time worked up by 
the genius aud brains of enterprising 
Yankees, are bound to prevail all over the 
world. 
Even as it is today, your flour, 
cotton, sole leather, rails, nails, watches, 
kerosene oil, cigarettes, electrical ma­ 
chinery and supplies, boilers and en­ 
gines, tubes aud pipes, locomotives, 
railway material, leather belting and 
other innumerable products are the 
principal exports from the United States 
to Japan aud are aooepted without any; 
special effort having been made by your 
merchants. 
“ Now, gentlemen, the need of trade 
organizations abroad for the interest of 
American commerce and industry calls 
for your earliest support, aud with this 
object in view 
Commercial aud 
came to life with its organ, The Jupau- 
American Commercial Journal, printed 
in Japanese and English, the first aud 
only official commercial publication 
which advocates your interest in Japan 
as well as all eastern countries. 
“ The recent war has proved that you 
have an army, a navy aud boundless re­ 
source* The cry of ‘Remember the 
Maine!’ was heard not only by the Span­ 
iards, but it echoed around the world. 
We in Japan took up the cry in full 
sympathy aud in the spirit of destiny, 
knowing that the inevitable was upou 
us, and that after a brief rest on Atlan­ 
tic shores, regal commerce with her 
gorgeous retinue was again preparing 
to sweep westward. Therefore we have 
answered your cry with a new one, ‘Re­ 
member the Pacific!* We of Japan have 
been called the YTankee* of Asia, aud 
we are proud of the name. ” —New York 
Times.

P RE S E R V IN G MEATS.

A new method of preserving freshly 
killed meats has been discovered by the 
Danish zoologist, August Fjelstrup, al­ 
ready well known through his method 
of condensing milk without the u.>e of 
sugar. The system has stood a rem ark­ 
ably bard three months’ test at the 
Odense (Danish) company’s slaughter 
houses in a very satisfactory manner. 
The method in itself is extremely sim­ 
ple and might be of great service for 
the troops in the tropics (the w riter 
having had considerable experience in 
trying to keep meat in Cuba), aud the 
attention of the war department has 
been called to the subject. 
The animal to be used is first shot or 
stunned by a shot from a revolver (load 
ed with small slugs) in the forehead in 
such a way as not to injure the brain 
proper. 
As the animal drops senseless 
an assistant cuts dowu over the heart, 
opens a ventricle aud allows all the 
blood to flow out, the theory of this be 
ing that the decomposing of the blood 
is almost entirely responsible for the 
quick putrefaction of fresh meats. 
Im ­ 
mediately thereafter a briny solution 
made of coarse or fine salt, more or less 
strong, according to length of time 
meat is to be kept, is injected by means 
of a powerful syringe through the other 
ventricle into the veins of the body. 
The whole process takes only a few 
minutes, aud the beef is ready for use 
and eau be cut up at once.

C ircuit Court Decision*. 


Lisbon, Oct. 4.—[Special]—The cir­ 
cuit judges gave out decisions in the 
cases brought before them today. 
In the case of Anne Connors and 
others plaintiff in error against Louisa 
Patterson, the decision of common pleas 
was affirmed. 
Action was brought by 
Louisa Patterson to recover possession 
of land between lots 45-6 in Wellsville. 
The court said the section line was the 
fence east of lot 45, and the case would 
be reversed on the evidence, but the 
evidence as it came to circuit court was 
not understandable without the plats 
presented to the jury. 
Judge Burrows 
delivered the opinion. 
John Matthews against Mary Mat­ 
thews was brought by John to reverse 
the decision of lower courts in admit­ 
ting a will to probate. 
One wit­ 
ness 
said 
he 
saw 
the 
testator 
sign 
the 
instrument, 
but 
did 
not acknowledge it as his will. 
On 
this ground John objected to the will to 
probate. The will was admitted, ex­ 
ceptions taken, aud common pleas called 
to decide. 
There the judgment was 
affirmed. Coming to circuit, the court- 
held that the testator must acknowledge 
his signature and the instrument to be 
his will. Judgment of the lower courts 
was reversed, aud the case remanded 
to probate with instructions to reject 
the probate of the will. 
The case of East Liverpool against 
William Hayes was brought by the city 
to reverse a judgment of |o,OOO obtained 
against it by Hayes for causing, by 
negligence, the death of Mrs. Hayes, 
who was killed by city horses two years 
ago last spring. The city claimed two 
grounds of error. 
First—That the petition does not state 
facts sufficient to constitute grounds of 
action. Second—That there was error 
in the charge of the conrt. 
The circuit court was of the opinion 
that sufficient facts were stated, but 
found error in the charge of the lower 
court. 
Therefore the judgment was re­ 
versed and a new trial ordered. 
Judge 
Laubie delivered the opinion. 
The case of J. A. Greenamyer against 
J. S.JGreenamyer, the Leetonia mayor­ 
alty contest, was tried on waste of evi­ 
dence.

C a p ita l o f til*, s i i i i l u k C o u n t r y W h e r e 
M areliand I* E s t a b lis h e d . 
Fashoda, to which the attention of 
the world has been directed as the sup 
posed point of establishment of a French 
expedition hostile to the purposes and 
plans of Great Britain in Central Africa, 
is the capital of the Shilluk country. 
In 1845 it was annexed by Egypt to the 
government of Khartum and was used 
as a place of transportation for political 
prisoners and galley slaves. 
“ It is 
said,” writes Gessi Pasha, who was 
governor of the Babr-el-Ghazal under 
Gordon, in “ Seven Years In the Su­ 
dan,” “ that anyone sent to Fashoda 
never returns. The climate is unhealthy, 
the air pestilential, and it rarely hap­ 
pens that a condemned prisoner survives 
the effects of the privations of the 
place. 
“ When Gessi first visited Fashoda, 
he found no political prisoners there, 
but there were about 200 convicts 
working at the galleys. There were a 
few shops slenderly supplied with arti­ 
cles at a high price. These were for the 
most part kept by Greeks. 
The com­ 
m andant of the place, Lieutenant Col­ 
onel Y'ussuf Bey, was then doing his 
best to improve the city, but with little 
success. 
At that time the surrounding 
territory yielded only a few hippopot­ 
amus hides and the officials and resi­ 
dents were chiefly occupied by the slave 
trade. Gessi soon made an end of this. 
At the instance of Gordon the descend­ 
ant of the sultans of the Shilluks was 
made bey of Fashoda, with a high sal­ 
ary, and was specially charged to sup­ 
press slavery, from which his fellow 
tribesmen had suffered. 
The market, 
which formerly was full of slight huts, 
iu which the Jelabba kept their slaves, 
was abolished, aud slavery was public­ 
ly prohibited. 
“ After tho fall of Lupton, who suc­ 
ceeded Gessi as governor, Fashoda, with 
the rest of the Bahr-el-Ghazal province, 
fell into the hands of themahdists. Ac­ 
cording to Father Ohrwalder, Fashoda 
then became an important center of the 
cereal trade. 
The supplies of corn re­ 
ceived from that town at one time saved 
Omdurman from absolute starvation. 
Up to 1889 Fashoda continued the sup­ 
ply, most of the native cultivators re­ 
ceiving in exchange glass beads, pieces 
of copper, iron, cowries aud old Med- 
jidie dollars. The khalifa subsequently 
dispatched Zeki Tumrnal and an army 
from Galabat to attack Fashoda and its 
people. 
The town aud surrounding 
country were ravaged and ruined by 
this incursion.” —New York Herald. 


ENGLAND’S IRONCLADS. 


W h a t W o a l d B e c o m e o f T h e m l f D i s ­ 
a r m a m e n t W e r e A r r a n g e d . 
A 
correspondent w rites: “ ‘What 
shall we do with our ironclads?’ is a 
question which it might be expected 
wonld rapidly follow the czar’s recent 
intimation to the powers. 
It is at once 
curious and significant that the solu­ 
tion to the question should also come 
from Russia. Admiral Makaroff, it will 
be remembered, a few days ago an­ 
nounced his scheme for reaching the 
north pole by crashing his way through 
the pack ice in a couple of steam ice­ 
breakers. 
W ith the requisite 10,000 
horsepower he believes he could reach 
either the ‘actual or the magnetic’ in 
12 days. 
“ If Admiral Makaroff’s theory be 
valid, our ironclads could, considering 
their number aud power (and here the 
muzzle loaders would be equally effec­ 
tive), with tolerable ease blow them­ 
selves a path to the pole. 
Briefly, the 
plan of action would be for the heavy 
battleships to approach the lim it of solid 
ice aud commence their work of blast­ 
ing a passage by judicious ramming and 
the use of heavy shell. 
One battleship 
would follow another, passing forward 
relays of ammunition as required. Some 
of the lighter cruisers oould form a 
base. just as in the Jackson-Harms- 
worth expedition. The scheme certainly 
opens up vistas of artillery display such 
as the world has never seen. ’ ’ It is very 
magnificent, but we are afraid it is not 
polar exploration.—London Chronicle.

I observed that the iron posts 
which mark the boundary between the 
United States aud Canada are, in al­ 
most every case, in a very bad state of 
repair. 
I saw a uumber of them ai an 
angle of from 40 to 45 degrees, aud if 
they are allowed to remain in their 
present condition it is only a question 
of a very few mouths when they will 
collapse entirely. 
It struck me as un­ 
worthy of the dignity of the two na J 
tions concerned that the boundary post* J 
should be allowed to continue in so 
neglected a condition, aud I respe* trill y 
call your attention to the matter, as it 
might possibly be provided for by tho 
commission now sitting, or by other 
means that might occur to you.” —New 
York Sun.

PATHETIC STORY OF COLONEL CAR­ 


ROLL’S CHINESE VALET.

Among the dead aud missing in the 
famous Sixth regular cavalry there is 
one name not meutioned in the reports 
—that of Ching, the Chinese valet de 
chambre of the late hero, Colonel R. N. 
Carroll, who fell in tho San Juan fight. 
Despite the fact that Ching’s name is 
not on record as one of the victims of 
the San Juan battle, nevertheless he 
should be included in all justice as a 
slight acknowledgment of a rare, dog­ 
like faithfulness. 
Any officer or man 
connected with the Sixth will tell of 
the faithfulness and strange end of the 
loyal celestial. 
I have heard the story 
from one or two privates, but in the 
Hoffman House iu New York the other 
night a big, brawny first lieutenant told 
me the details as far as known. 
Colonel Carroll, who was intensely 
loved by his fellow officers aud men 
alike, was a great traveler and took ad­ 
vantage of every opportunity to ac­ 
quaint himself with the world when­ 
ever he took a well earned furlough. 
During one of his trips he picked up a 
bright Chinese boy aud attached lino to | “ 71ow" ’feat 
his service as a body servant. 
He was i * 
Ching and could give no other name. 
When the colonel resided at Fort 
Scott, Ching was with him, his d ev o te d 
slave. He anticipated every wish of his 
master, kept his clothes and accouter­ 
ments in the pink of condition and al­ 
ways slept within easy call of the com­ 
mander. 
Ching was very apt aud soon 
developed into a remarkably fine cook. 
He invented and served up delectable 
feasts aud luncheons which made it a 
desired event to be invited topokeone’s 
legs beneath the colonel’s board. 
When the war broke out between the 
United States and Spain, Colonel Car­ 
roll was ordered at once, with his com­ 
mand, to Tampa.
